SCHNEIDER TROPHY 
'PLANES.- 


THIS YEAR'S IMPROVE- 
MENTS. — 
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Britain’s team of racing seaplanes for the 
Schneider Trophy contest on September 12— 
a group of tiny, beautiful monoplanes, more 
powerful than any express locomotive and 
more than five times as speedy—was drawn 
up in line for inspection at Calshot recently. 
For the first time there has been seen the 
Jatest triumph of British high-speed design, 
the new rater, developed from the winning 
plane.in 1929, which may prove to be the 
fastest vehicle yet built by man. 
_ Externally the new racing ‘plane, painted 
m the familiar supermerine blue and silver, 
and with the number “‘N, 1595" imprinted iu 
black across the Royal Air Force tri- 
colour of red, white and blue on the 
tail fin, differs very little’ from his 
1929 brother He is slightly bigger all round ; 
curtously shaped balance-weights on the con- 
trol suriaces of wings and tail catch the eye, 
and there are certain’ detail modifications to 
the wing radiators and the floats. The greater 
power of the Rolls-Royce racing engine in the 
nose of the fuselage, substantially more than 
the 1,900 horse-power that an earlier motor 
of the same type developed during the 19<¥ 
contest, involves no change in outline or in 
fuselage dimensions, though the bigger fuel 
load needed by the increased power, and an 
important alteratign of the contest regulations 
calling for each machine to ascend, aught and 
taxt on the water for two minutes imme- 
diately before crossing the starting line, is re- 
flected in the bigger over-all dimensions on 
the 1931 ’planes. 


S 1595 and his twin, S 1596, may be con> 


sidered from one point of view as Hying 
radiators.

PROGRESSIVE SPIRIT AT

From a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
PORTSMEN who went grouse shoot- 
ing on ‘‘the 12th’’ in the vicinity 
of Banagher, returned well satisfied with 
the results. Incidentally, it was ascer- 
tained that duck-shooting along the‘banks 
of the Shannon, in the Banagher area, 

has been better than ever this season. 
By many people Banagher is associated 
with the holding of a great annual fair 
in September; but it has more historic 
claims to remembrance. In Grattan’s 
Parliament of 1800 the borough of 
Banagher had two representatives. There 
were then among the industries of the 
town a brewery, two distilleries, and a 
flax mill, where the fibre was partially 
treated before being: sent; to the North 
te be converted into linen. Now there are 
simply three malt heuses in the neighbour- 
hood. These provide a certain amount of 
seusonal employment, and also a market 
for some 50,000 barrels of barley per 
annum from farmers in the locality.

than the floats ot the 1929°’planes. Consider- 
ably more fuel is carried in the starboard 
fioat than in the port float, an ingenious 
arrangement of load to counteract the terrific 
‘ torque,’’ or turning moment, of the great 
engine, particularly during the take-off. 
This factor is so powerful in the new mono- 
planes that it is doubtful whether the craft 
could be persuaded to rise off the water 
with only a small fuel load on board, the 
eifect of full engine ‘“‘torque’’ being to 
transfer a load of no less tha» 500 pounds 
from one float to the other Without the 
load distributed. unevenly between the floats 
the port float would dig right into thé water, 
and might even caus? the "plane :o turn over 
and founder. 

The presence of water-cooling radiators op 
the upper surface of each float obliged the 
designer to invent an élastic framework te 
tuke up the expansion of the metal caused 
by inflow of water heated nearly to boiling 
point from the engine, and thus avoid 
buckling of the outer skin. Alsv the “fuel 
tanks are heavily insulated from the radiators 
to eliminate risk of evaporation. 

Britain’s second strings this year—one of 
them at least will fly in the contest — are the 
two S6 monoplanes flown in 1929 
but with important modifications to 
the floats and radiators. These machines, 
too, have the static balances on the 
control surfaces placed there to guard against 
the possibility of “ flutter,’’ the dangerous, 
violent vibration of ailerons or tail surfaces, 
which has caused many disasters to service 
and high-speed aircraft in the past.

SOME FIGURES. 

Though details of the 1931 machines and 
of the modified 1929 craft may not yet be 
revealed, some chief figures about the 8.6 
monoplanes as they were flown in the last 
contest give a good idea of the problem 
attempted and solved by the designer. The 
wings of the original 8.6 measured only 30 
feet from tip to tip, and the total wing area 
was 145 feet. The weight (empty), , “se 
the engine, was 4,030 pounds; when in racing 
trim to this were added 160 pounds of pilot, 
115 gallons of petrol weighing 960 pounds, 
and 10 gallons of oil weighing 100 pounds. 
Thus the total weight at the moment of take- 
off was 5,250 pounds, every square foot of 
wing surface lifting the staggering weight 
of 56.2 pounds. 

This small flying machine was driven by 
1,900 horse-power, derived from a twelve- 
cylinder engine measuring just over 74 feet 
in length, and packed into a frontal. area 
forty iiches in height and only thirty inches 
_ The entire weight of the engine, 
including the supercharger, which was, per- 
haps, its most important main component, 
was only 1,530 pounds. Every horse-powe1 
was produced, therefore, by four-fifths of a 
pound of engine! 

In the 1929 race this motor consumed fuel 
at the rate of a gallon for each 24 miles, and 
so nicely was the fuel load calculated that 
Flight-Lieutenant Waghorn, pilot of the 
winning machine, was forced to alight half- 
way round an extra circuit of the course, 
which he began because he made a mistake in 
counting the laps. 

THE COURSE. ' 

The Royal Aero Club have announced tha 
exact «ourse chosen for the race, a triangle 
with the three sides totalling fifty kilometres 
(or 31.07 land miles) in length, with acute 
angles marked by pylons located in Ryde 
Middle, half-way between the mainland and 
the Isle of Wight, and on the shore at West 
Wittering, and a blunt arigie off St,.

FREE STATE AGRICULTURAL 
ESTIMATES. | 
From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
CCORDING to the agricultural estimates 
A up to the Ist June last, there are 0.1 
per cent. fewer milch cows in the 
i Í as compared.with last year. On the 
other hand, the number of cattle under one 
year old has increased by slightly over 5 per 
cent., and of stock from one to two vears old 
by 1 per cent. i 
however, have decreased by 5.1 per cent, 

The estimated number of pigs in the country 
shows an increase of 16.0 per cent., the num- 
ber of sows being better than last year by 
10 per cent.; while ‘* other pigs ” are believed 
to be 16.7 per cent. more numerous. 

Sheep show an increase of 2.9 per cent., 
while there is an estimated reduction in the 
poultry of 1.9 per cent. 

Turnmg to crops, we find that the total 
estimated area under tillage is 4%.1 per 
cent. under last year, the area under oats 
deciining by 2.4 per cent. ‘he acreage of 
potatoes and mangels show a sligh+ increase. 

These estimates, issued by the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce, were made by 
applying to the known figures for Ist June, 
1950, percentage changes calculated from the

Remarkable is the variety of the merchan- 
dise consigned by air. Take, for instance, 
such a case as may often arse. A quite small, 
but vital, piece of machinery may need re- 
placement in a powerful mining plant located 
somew!: ere far-distant along the Indian or 
African air-lines, and until that spare part 
can be obtained and placed in position, the 
section of machinery involved may huye to 
stand idle, and not only the machinery itself, 
but, perhaps, a number of men as well. Here 
is a case in which time is monev; and here. 
therefore, you have the value of the 
speed which the airway provides, because 
the additional cost involved by air 
express transport—and which is based on the 
actual time-saving obtained—is very well 
worth while if it means so many fewer days’ 
idleness for some vital portion of a big plant. 

Agam and again, in such circumstances, 
air transport proves a boon. Essential parts 
are ordered by cable, and sent out by ‘airway, 
with such rapidity that prolonged idleness 
for essential pieces of machinery is obviated, 
the time-savings involved heing in many cases 
a matter of weeks rather than of days, 

It is a mistake to imagine that only small, 
light articles can be carried by air. Loads 
weighing appreciable amounts are regularlv 
air-borne nowadays in the large and powerful 
craft employed, while in the case, say, of 
any plece ee machinery which, if sent in one 
consignment, might éxceed a conrenient size 
or weight, it is usually possible to divide this 
among several separate and smaller cases.

_, From my own examination of film titles 
I.notice that of late there is revealed a 
tendency towards a les emotional 
vocabulary. I have just come across a 
careful. study of the titles of all pictures— 
about 12,000—which have been released 
for the past sixteen years. Of these the 
word ‘“‘man’’ or ‘‘man’s’’—in combina- 
tion with other words, of course—heads 
the list, having been used 161 times. 
“ Love '' has been used as the first word 
of the title in 145 cases. Third comes 
‘‘woman,’’ with 121 titles to its credit. 
The average of the fairer sex, however, 
has*been considerably increased by the use 
of modifications cf the word which estab- 
lishes gender. Such words as ‘‘girl,”’ 
“daughter,” ‘‘ladv,’’ have been used 422 
timés; but similar words indicating the 
masculine gender have been used only 235 
times.

It was 
used, 49. times in such titles as “ White 
and Ugmarrted’’ (there is a title for 
you), ' White Fang”. and “White 
Thunder.’’ ‘‘ Black’’ ‘comes second, and 
“ Eerrlet” third. “ Midnight’’ is Holly- 
weod’s favourite hour, and ‘‘ Broadway ’”’ 
is its favourite street.

Kitchen’s Dirtiest Dirt. 


Housewives will be interested in the 
latest domestic question, over which some 
American men of science have been 
occupying themselves in connection with 
the construction of a perfect electric dish- 
washer. What is the kitchen’s dirtiest 
dirt? All kinds of possible dirt have 
been devised for testing the experimental! 
machines. Dried egg has been found to 
be quite a moderate thing in the plate- 
washing line. The mixture of castor oil 
and lamp black turned out more 
resistant, though it was not explained 
how such a mixture was likely to get upon 
a domestic dish. I see, however, that the 
one hundred per cent. grade of utensil dirt 
is attained by allowing tomato soup to drop 
from a height of about six feet, and then 
dry. The resulting splashes have reached 
the sought-for adhesiveness, ‘‘ Stand on a 
table and just drop some purée on a dish 
or two; wait twelve hours and then try 
to clean those dishes’’ is the justifying 
recommendation. In fact, it has been 
decided tó rate the new machines accord- 
ing to the number of snch splashes that 
they cam remove in a ‘scheduled time.

The unmerous admirers of Ronald Colman 
will recognise that their favourite has never 
been more effectively cast than in ‘* ‘The 
Devil to Pay,’’ which is at the Capitol Theatre 
this week, He has never been so compictely 
at home in.any part as he is in that of the 
happy-go-lucky younger son of Lord Leland ;

Gun Dogs for 
Irish Shoots. 


HOW AND WHAT 
GO BUY. 


By a SpeciaL CORRESPONDENT. 
T this time of the year there are 
A usually a number of people on the 
look-out for good gun dogs. Those 
who are contemplating a scason’s rough 
shooting over the bogs, where wipe and 
wild-fowl are the predominating element, 
need to be well served in this respect, so 
that, before purchasing, the merits of the 
respective breeds require careful considera- 
tion. 

Pointers have some distinct advantages. 
Steady and reliable, their attention never 
wanders from their job, and they are 
methodical workers. heir slow and sure 
method of: working was originally, in fact, 
responsible for their introduction to game 
Anding in this country. In the seventeenth 
century the pointer was a Spanish product. 
The breed spread to France and Germany, 
and was introduced to the British Isles 
because of its adaptability to the old- 
fashioned methods of the flint-lock and 
breech-loading guns. With the improve- 
ments in gun-making, and the necessity for 
swifter action in the field, the original 
pointer was crossed with the fox-hound, 
which made for greater pace and 
nerve, while retaining the characteristics 
of resolution and steadiness, Over 
country where you may expect a 
variety of game lying close, there 
is no better dog than a pointer. He does not 
require day-to-day work to keep him up to 
concert pitch; for he never forgets his mission 
in life, and on the moors or in enclosed 
country where game is fairly plentiful and 
steadiness a sine gua non he has no equal, 
Despite their many admirable qualities, how- 
ever, there are some definite objections to 
using pointers for bog sliooting. They are 
too close ranging, and scarcely fast enough 
for country where birds may be few and far 
between. But their chief disadvantage is 
that, being thin-coated and rather delicate 
dogs, they suffer severely from cold and wet, 
and the more finely bred they are the more 
care they require. 

THE IRISH SETTER. 

There is no more graceful dog or 
delightful companion than the pure-bred 
Irish setter. With his rich chestnut coat 
and well feathered legs and tail, he not only 
presents an attractive | gate ie but suggests 
those hidden reserves of endurance which he 
possesses to the full. Keenness, pace, and 
wide ranging powers are among his virtues; 
he is unaffected by wet or cold, and he 
thrives on hard work. Setters, indeed, re- 
quire constant working and regular discip- 
line; for owing to their highly strung and 
excitable natures, steadiness is not always 
their strong suit. A clap-dash, badly trained 


| dog, short of work, can ruin a day’s prospects 


at the outset by running amuck and putting 
up every bird in th ecountryside. On the 
other hand, the value of a well-trained setter 
in the bogs and marshes is incalculable; for 
his speed and ranging powers, as well as his 
imperviousness to climatic conditions, are 
particularly adapted to the country. 

It is a great pity that nowadays Irish 
Water Spaniels are hard to come by; for as 
all-round gun dogs over bogland and snipe 
marsh they are hard to beat. So far as keen- 
ness and intelligence go they have many of 
the Setter’s best qualities, without so much 
oí their excitability; they will go all day in 
the water, and are the most persevering of 
retrievers. They are also very much “one 
man’’ dogs, and do not lend themselves to 
petting to the same degree as Setters, For 
any shoot on which there is a good deal of 
low cover, whins, etc.; and, for cock coverts, 
a couple of Cocker Spaniels make an admirable 
addition to any kennel, but for snipe or 
wild-fowl shooting on the bogs, they are too 
low on the legs and tire too quickly to be 
of much practical value. 

ON APPROVAL. 

Having decided on the breed, it is always 
advisable, if purchasing dogs. through an 
advertisement, to insist on several days’ 
trial, There are many kennels which can 
be trusted to send cut well-trained animals. 
just as there are many keepers who will not 
‘sell you a pup,’’ in more senses than one, 
At the same time, every dog has individual 
characteristics which may not be apparent 
at first sight: A first-rate~ performer, for 
example, may yet possess a jealous tempera- 
ment, and if it is intended to work him in 
company, the prospective purchaser must have 
reasonable time to satisfy himself that this is 
feasible. Again, a dog sent on approval may 
have had a long and yoke, train journey, 
gpg to his nerves an htm alike. 

2 is met by a total stranger, bustled into 
a strange kennel, and so cannot be expected 
to give of his best if he is taken out for a 
field trial the ‘following day. No two men 
work a dog alike, and the newcomer will miss 
the sound of his old master’s voice. Nor will 
the prospective owner have had time to judge 
of any peculiarities that the dog may have, 
and under such conditions the most perfectly 
trained animal would fail to show his true 
form. Thus it is ridiculous, as well as un- 
fair, to all parties to label the stranger as 
useless if he does not live up to his reputation 
at the first few times of asking. Two or three 
davs of quiet, with just gentle exercise until 
the dot gets acclimatised are neceasovy wre 
liminaries to trying him out. By this time 
he and his prospective owner will have estah- 
lished friendly relations, and a few beats over 
the bog will soon make it clear whether or not 
the dog is worth his price. 

For the henefit of those people who are 
not thoroughly conversant with Trish shoot- 
inc, 1 may he as well to suggest that it is 
unwise to rely altogether on one dog. In the 
remoter districts of the South and West, in 
particular, a shoot may embrace anvthing 
from one to thirty thousand acres of wild 
country. Some of this may not be highiv 
productive in the way of game, but 
it affords scope for a. full six

DAM ACCIDENT IN 
SCOTLAND.

SUDDEN RISING OF 
RIVER IN FLOOD. 
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OUR Trish labourers were drowned in 
Whitadder Water while working at a 
dam near Hutton, Berwickshire, yes- 

terday. 

They were Michael McGlesgie (30), John 
Gordon (51) and Dan Gordon (40), brothers, 
and Michael Mulholland. 

All the men came from Glasgow, John 
Gordon’s address being given at Bishop’s 
street, Glasgow. 

Four other men were rescued—Archibald 
Short (49), of Clyde Ferry, Glasgow; Thomas 
Curry, of Hide Hill, Berwick; Hugh 
McKenna, brother-in-law of Short, and of 
the same address, and Henry Hipkin, of 
Whitehill, Glasgow. 


RESCUED MAN’S STORY. 


Short told a graphic story when seen by 
a woe soon after the accident. 

‘Fight of us,” he said, “ were working at 
2 o'clock at the dam, where we have been 
employed for five weeks, when without any 
warning the river rose to a considerable 
height, and, hitting the dam, washed us all 
off our feet. The brothers Gordon were stand- 
ing on a barrow in the centre of the river, 
and were swept completely off. I and another 
man were also washed off our feet. 

“I struck out for the bank and my brother- 
in-law, who landed before me, grasped my 
hand and pulled me ashore. 

“The last I saw of the other men was from 
about twenty yards away, when I ‘could only 
see their heads.”’ 

- Thomas Curry said that there was not the 
slightest indication of the water rising so 
rapidly. 

“ I noticed the water coming up a little,” 
he said, “but we were all taken aback when 
it rushed over the dam. 

John Gordon, one of the men drowned, was 
married. Last night there was little prospect 
of recovering the bodies, as the river was 
overflowing the banks owing to torrential 
rains, and both the Tweed and the Whit- 
adder weré coming down in heavy flood.

PROGRESS OF THE NEW ASSOCIATION : 
FIVE HUNDRED MEMBERS.

INCE the establishment, of the Sea 
Fisheries ssoriation of Saorstat 
Kireann, Ltd., some months ago, a good 

deal of work already has been accomplished 
in the primary matter of organising the 
fishermen, and getting them to become mem- 
bers of this co-operative body. 

Organisers have been at work in many of 
the principal epg - centres in the sree 
State explaining the objects of the Associa- 
tion, and already nearly 500 fishermen have 
enrolled as members and have taken shares 
in the Association. 

The work of the organisers has been con- 
siderably assisted by the support given by 
deputies of all parties, the clergy, prominent 
citizens and business men, many of whom 
have become members of the Association, and 
have taken shares. 

A good number of applications has been re- 
ceived by the Committee from members for 
boats and fishing gear. These applications 
are dealt with as rapidly as possible by 
the Committee of the Association, and ar- 
rangements have been made by the Com- 
mittee for the constraction of a number of 
motor fishing boats for members of the Asso- 
ciation. e orders for these boats have 
been placed with boat builders in the Free 


State. 
AGENTS. 


In some of the central ports, which are 
most suitable as distribution points, the 
Committee have appointed agents. These 


the fish from the fishermen in their districts, 
and will sell it under the direction of, and 
at a fair price fixed by, the Association. 
Thus, while assisting the sea fishing in- 
dustry to become established on a sound 


economic basis, the public will be enabled 
to obtain fresh fish, and will not in time be 
dependent on supplies from across the 
Channel. 

it is the aim of the Assoviation to estab- 
lish the sta fishing industry on such a foot- 
ing that all the year róis. sepelies of fresh 
fish will be available to consumers in the 
Free State. 

Arrangements also are being made by the 
Committee for the instruction of fishermen 
in the economic working of their boats, the 
handling and operation of new types of 
equipment, with which they may not be 
familiar, and in other ways to help them 
to become as up-to-date and efficient ás 
possible. 

Undoubtedly there is a big task before the 
Association, but, with the co-operation of the 
fishermen, the difficulties will tackled and 
overcome. 


FIVE HUNDRED MEMBERS. 


The fact that almost 500 fishermen aroynd 
the coast have become members, as a result 
of the partial organising effort so far con- 
ducted, indicates that these hard-working, 
sturdy men are in complete accord. with the 
objects of the Association, and will co- 
operate in every way to. make the venture 
the success it deserves to be. 

An attractive feature of the movement from 
the fisherman’s point of view is that he will 
not be called on to repay loans at stated ánd 
fixed periods. He will only be reauired to 
pay a proportion of his share of the value 
of the fish he catches. So that when fishing 
Is good he will pay more than when it is 
poor, but he wili not be worried by having 
to find a fixed sum to pay on a given date.

There was con- 
sternation when this occurred, and those 
present rushed to places of safety; others 
endeavoured to'get out, while the more level- 
headed of the men and women lay flat on the 
ground.’ 

After about three minutes had elapsed three 
more volleys were fired into the balding. and 
it was one of these bullets that hit Gannon. 
He could not move, ard no one could go to 
what was going 
to happen next. As the dancers lay on the 

round three more volleys were fired into the 

uilding. 

When the firing ceased the young man was 
conveyed to Ballfriamore, and his wound was 
dressed by Dr. Charles Dolan, who ordered 
his removal to the District Hospital at 
Carrick-on-Shannon.

American Distress. 


The harsh financial reverses of the 
United States are reflected jn the internal 
revenue collections for the fiscal year 1931. 
A tremendous fall—from £608,000,000 to 
£485,600,000—is manifest in the revenue, 
apart from Customs. Income tax has 
declined from £482,000,000 to £372,000,000, 
and the condition of the unemployment 
rolls indicates that it will decline still 
further.. This is a sad reversal for a nation 
that until two years ago seemed a paragon 
of prosperity to the impoverished peoples 
of Europe. America knows distress that 
is unprecedénted within her borders; 
some of her cities afford scenes that find a 
+} parallel only in post-war Germany. Her 
real trouble has been accumulating since 
the War; in fact, it can be traced to an 
excess of prosperity. Wages were so high 
in the United States, and prices so high in 
proportion, that the crash, when: it came, 
was bound to have particularly terrible 
effects. To be plunged from poverty into 
actual destitution is a grim. experience ; 
but a very smajk proportion of the 
American péople were poor in their 
‘country’s fat years, and the-sudden change 
must have come upon. thém with added

Railway and road may 
flourish equally under a system of fair co- 
operation and co-ordination, but in the 
long run a rivalry in which all the “ice are 
loaded against the, tailways must be fatal 
to both. We may ‘add that a satisfactory

traffic bill would help the Government at 


the next general election, whereas the 
farmers’ present alarms, ‘remaining un- 
relieved, certainly will injure it. The 
branch railways present a special problem, 
but their existence is a necessity of the 
nation’s life ; and the Government may be 
wise tg revert to the old system of baronial! 


guarantees. 


The New Spain. 


The final draft of the Spanish Con- 
3titution, which will be presented to the 
Government to-day, has little to recom- 
mend it. Indeed, its sole merit, perhaps, 
is its insistence that Spain nominally 
shall be a unitary State, although the 
extent of regional autonomy yielded— 
especially to Catalonia and Andalusia— 
does much to abate this virtue. Elsewhere 
the draft betrays the sort of ‘‘ socialism 
run riot” to which we have become 
accustomed in recent years. In the first 
place, the new Parliament will possess only 
one'Chamber. A proposal to establish a 
Senate had been mooted, but. this 
pandering to traditional faith in upper 
houses was held to be repugnant to the 
existing temper of the Spanish people. 
Secondly, the constitutional safeguards 
telating to the election of the President 


[their real prosperity demands not isola- 
“tion. from *the affairs of Europe, but a 
hearty co-operation. It is to Mr. Hoover’s 
credit as a statesman that, once having 
reached this conclusion, he did not let the 
idea of wo-operation lie fallow.

The Original Athiete. 


The modern hurdler, in showy shorts, 
showing off his paces ‘before cheering 
crowds, seems to be very far removed 
from the Indian brave, who runs, when 
he has to run, with a more serious 
purpose than the winning of cups. It 
is. mildly shocking, therefore, to learn 
that the superb ‘‘ civilisation ” of the 
Olympic Games will be jarred by the 
presence of . group of Mexican Indian 
runners. . These runners, in their native 
wilds, think nothing of a hundred mile 
jog across country. They are hardy to an 
almost superhuman extent, and the Mexico 
City Correspondent of the Morning Post 
informs us “hat they frequently outlast 
horses and mules in their cross-country 
‘“‘hikes.’” Few long-distance Olympic 
runners could lay claim to such a feat; 
yet—the fact shows how far athletics in 


| .the modern sense are removed from their 


first beginnings—the Tarahumara Indians 
have made a strangely poor showing in 
their former incursions into ‘‘ civilised *’ 
events. Certain incidental #factors, it is 
true, handicap them. Athletic conventioy 
deseaiiie that they shall run in shoes, and 
these sons of nature are seengtomed to 
cross their rugged mountains barefooted. 
Moreover, the very length of their norma! 
wayfarings puts them at a disadvantage 
when they tackle the comparatively short 
distances prescribed under athletic rules. 
Those who are accustomed to a trot over a 
course extending, roughly, from Dublin 
to Belfast, are not likely to display their 
best within the narrow limits of a stadium: 
Yet, at first sight, it seems hardly fair 
to hurl these paragons upon a world that 
likes tosleave nature behind—or, perhaps, 
is compelled to leave nature behind— 
when it takes to contests of speed anó 
stamina.

It contains a number of 1ecommendations, 
notgonly for the -benefit of the German 
Government, which is enjoined to practise 
a policy of rigorous economy, but also 
for the benefit. of other Governments, 
which are told that. they must continue to 
help Germany, so that she can consolidate 
her financial positoin. .

MAITENES TOWED TO

The Viking was reported at the Fastnet 
at 3.50 yesterday afternoon, and the Ariel 
was seen off the Fastnet at 8 a.m. on 
Saturday, and was apparently all well. 
The Skal experienced very heavy weather, 
but apart from the loss of some canvas 
sustained no damage and was able to keep 
going all the time. She was delayed by 
heavy seas, but rounded the Fastnet at 
6 a.m. on Saturday. 

Two hours later she signalled the Ariel 
500 yards away. “ She appeared to be quite 
all right,” said one of the crew of the Skal 
last night. ‘‘ We did not see the Amber- 
jack, but presume she is riding owt the 
storm or is sheltering in a small bay some- 
where,’ 

The Amberjack was sighted last night by 
Mr. Reynolds, pilot of Portreath, and was 
asked by her to inform the Royal Western 
Yacht Club that she was safe and was pro- 
ceeding to Plymouth. There is no news of 
the Ariel.

other words, whether the ordinary work of 
the session will be finished and Parliame nt 
prorogued about the beginning of Novem. 
ber. The alternative course is to resyme 
holiday until October, and then to sit unti] 
close on Christmas. 


Mr. Gandhi's Visit. 


Doubt still exists, whether Mr. Gandhi 
will come to London for the Round Table 
Conference. Time is drawing close, and he 
must decide in the course of the next few 
days, if he wishes to catch a Bombay boat 
which will bring him here in time for the 
opening. Latest reports from India 
suggest that he is hovering between the 
two courses. He is personally in favour 
of the trip, but he has to consider the mild 
embargo which Congress has placed upon 
‘his movements outside India. Whether 
the embargo will be withdrawn as a resuit 
of the communications which have taken 
place with Lord Willingdon is a question 
undecided. Yet a considerable volume of 
Indian opinion holds that Mr. Gandhi's 
presence at the Conference is not only de- 
sirable, but imperative.

The Socialists at Guildford.

With the prevailing unemployment such a 
threat would, undoubtedly, have its effect 
on people in work, but I am told that 
the disturbance is not caused by the local 
working people, but simply by hooligans 
from the surrounding areas, who are 
making Portadown their. playground. 


LISBURN QUIET. 


The situation in Lisburn remains quiet, 
and there have been no signs of a re 
awakening of the troublous spirit. 

Commenting on the order closing the 
licensed premises at seven o'clock, a 
number of publicans said that drink 
could not be blamed for the trouble on 
Surday night, as the regulations here 
do not permit of Sunday-opening. 

So far, it jooks as though the decision 
of the local Justices to have curfew intro 
duced has come too late, as the town 
seems very quiet, and it is unlikely that 
there will be further outbursts.

The extremist ay SE of the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State are showing 
an activity which is the more significant 
in view of the probability that a general 
election will be held before next summer, 
remarks The Times to-day ecitorially. The 
repeal of the exceptional measures which 
were taken by Mr. Cosgrave’s Government 
after the murder of Mr. Kevin O'Higgins 
by an undiscovered group of fanatics was 
not immediately followed by any unusual 
activity on the part. of the small, but 
formidable, secret societies which have 
survived official repre:saion and condemna- 
tion by the Roman Catholic Church ; but 
during the last six months there has been 
a marked growth in the strength and in 
the audacity of the extremists. 

The causes of the new growth of lawless- 
ness in the Free State are variously 
described, proceeds: The Times. Mr. Cos- 
grave’s Government, which has been nine 
years in office, has suffered from the 
attrition of time. Unemployment, though 
far less general than in the larger island, 
has increased of late; hard times in 
America have checked the flow of. re- 
mittances and of emigrants, and young 
Irish countrymen with nothing to do are 
more easily led into dangerous courses by 
a false romanticism than are the hard- 
headed peasants’ of France and Central 
Europe. 


THE HAND OF MOSCOW.

PREMIER'S JOURNEY IN THE NIGHT 


"Te Sinn “ Big Five ” interrupted 
their holidays for a second time in 
order to attend yesterday’s meeting of the 
Cabinet Sub-Committee on Economy.

EQUAL SACRIFICES BY ALL. 


The task of Mr. Macdonald and his 
colleagues is in effect the framing of a 
second Budget, writes the Press Associa- 
tion’s Political Correspondent. In their 
discussions they are being guided by the 
inflexible principle laid down by Mr. Mac- 
donald that there must be equal sacrifices 
and effort by all. 

Absolute secrecy -is at present being 
maintained as to the exact proposais 
before the Economy “ Big Five,” but in 
well-informed quarters last night it was 
thought that the possibility of a tax on all 
fixed interest-bearing securities was re- 
ceiving serious consideration. 

It is understood, however, that an 
examination of the proposal for a tax on 
fixed interest-bearing securities has re- 
vealed certain difficulties in the applica- 
tion of such a tax. In _ well-informed 

litical circles late last night the like- 
thood of such a tax was, therefore, con- 
sidered to have been lessened. 

Stringent economies in every possible 
direction, coupled with additional taxa- 
tion, designed to spread the unavoidable 
burden equally over all classes, are the 
two main lines along which the Premier 
and his colleagues are working. 

At to-morrow’s Cabinet meeting, Mr. 
Macdonald hopes to be able to submit to 
his colleagues the outlines of a new 


Finance Bill, which would be presented 


at a special session of Parliament next 


month. This would enable the Govern- 
ment’s proposals to be put into effect in 
the shortest possible time.

LONDON CHAMBEBE AND 
ECONOMY, ' 


The London Chamber of Commerce yes- 
terday assured the Government of its 
support for any measures of economy 
necessary to restore the country’s 
finances. 

In a letter to the Prime Minister, Sir 
Geoffrey Clarke, Chairman of the Council 
of the Chamber, refers to the “ storm of 
criticism from certain quarters ” received 
by the report of the Committee on 
National penditure, ‘‘ which would 
seem to tg that the cowhtry has aot 
yet realised the dangers ahead.’’ 

The letter proceeds :— 

“There is abundant evidence on all 
sides that the limit of expenditure has 
been over-reached to an extent which is 
calculated . gravely to endanger the 
nation’s , safety, and that the time has 
now definitely arrived when the para- 
mount aim actuating all parties in the 
State should be retrenchment

Commerce welcomes the report of the 
May Committee on Economy, and whilst 
there will doubtless be some differezices 
of opinion upon minor recommendations, 
its main proposals offer, in the opinion 
of the Chamber, a basis for remedying ..

“The Chamber desires again to em 
phasise that the enforcement of economy 
at home is the first essential to the 
restoration of Great Britain’s trade and 
credit abroad.’’ 


HOME-PRODUCED 
PETROL. 


CABINET AND AN OIL 
QUOTA SCHEME, 


Mr. E. Shinwell, Minister of Mines 
speaking at Broxburn, West Lothian, last 
night, revealed that the Cabinet are con- 
sidering an oil quota scheme, with the 
object of tiding the Scottish shale in- 
dustry over the difficult period through 
which it is passing. 

Mr. Shinwell said: ‘‘ We considered the 
proposals, and submitted them to Mr. 
Snowden and the Cabinet couched in the 
most, sympathetic form and presented in 
the most favourable light.’’ 

Explaining the workings of the quota 
proposals, Mr. Shinwell said that con- 
sumers of petrol would be compelled to 
use a certain proportion of home-producé:t 
petrol, which would have the effect of 
increasing the price of petrol by fivepence 
a gallon. It was estimated that the total 
additional cost to consumers would be six 
hundred thousand pounds a year. 

It was essential that the Government 
should consult with the users of petrol, 
and consider administrative difficulties 
before coming to a definite decision. 

The shale oil industry had always been 
controlled by private owne.s. They had 
done well out of it, as they were entitled 
to, since it was a business concern; but 
now that the industry was sucked dry the 
cry was for nationalisation—that was not 
good enough.

“STUNT” PILOT.

Flight-Lieutenant ‘‘ Tommy” Rose, the 
famous ‘‘stunt’’ pilot, thinks the Irish are 
the most '“air-minded ” people he Jas mb 
and that more wey can be made by exploi 
ing flying in Ireland than in any other 
country. 

Flight-Lieutenant Rose, who has flown in 
almost every country im the world, needs no 
introduction to any of the people who were 
at the Dublin air pageant~on Saturday; for 
none of them is likely te forget the thrilling 
exploits that he performed that afternoon. 
Incidentally, he has golden opinions about 
the pageant and about the Irish people them- 
selves. 

“I've had the finest time of my life,” was 
his greeting when I met him ‘at his hotel. 
“Ireland is a wonderful place, and I have 
been tréated splendidly. bá met, a num- 
ber of old friends here, and I shall visit 
Ireland again very soon, when I intend to 
make an extensive tour of the Free State, 
visiting every important centre. 

“There has been a lot of criticism,” said 
Mr. Rose, speaking of the pageant, “but I 
have been to thirty air pageants in England 
this year, and I can say quite definitely that 
twenty-five of them were far less 
well . organised ‘than this. ‘That is a 
remarkable thing when you consider that this 
one was so hastily organised. Seeing how 
difficult it is to organise an air pageant, | 
think the Dublin one was magnificent.’’ 


REMARKABLE AIR FEATS. 


Every British airman knows ‘““Tommy” Rose, 
who has a number of remarkable air feats to 
his credit. He is aviation expert to the Jrish- 
American Oil Co., Ltd., the distributors of 
Pratt’s motor spirit, who have air pilots in 
Ireland—Mr, W. J. Delaney, the firm's Dublin 
representative, and Mr. J. C. Malone, their 
branch engineer. 

Although still quite a young man, Mr. Rose 
has been flying for seventeen years. As a 
member of the Royal Air Force from 1916 to 
1927, he gained his flying certificate when he 
was under twenty-one, and afterwards became 
chief instructor to the Midland Aero Clu. 
His assistant there, Mr. Wilfred Sutcliffe, who 
subsequently became chief instructor, was at 
the pageant on Saturday, where Mr. Rose also 
met another old friend in the person of Colonel 
Charles Russell. 

Last year Mr. Rose set out on a solo 
attempt to beat the ‘‘record’’ for the flight 
from Cape Town to London, but met with 
hard luck while crossing the Sahara, where 
he was caught in a sandstorm.

LIQUID CAPITAL. 


There is thus seen a shortage of British 
liquid capital in the Money Market. It is 
established by the evidence of the high Bank 
rates, the restriction on foreign lending, and 
the vanishing credit balance on external 
trading and finance. It is, perhaps, usual to 
attribute it. almost entirely to excessive im- 

and deficient exports; due to a failure 
of industrial production in competition with 
the foreigner.

A BALANCED BUDGET. 


The Budget must be balanced. Most 
people have got so far, But the imperative 
need for achieving this end by cutting down 
expenditure and not by piling up taxation is 
not yet sufficiently stressed by reference to 
the rapid depletion of Britain’s capital. re- 
sources. Equally important is it that 
emergency measures should be framed in 
every way so as to sustain and reinforce 
Britain’s credit in the international sphere, 
since an unimpeachable credit is not only an 
important pare of her potential wealth, but 
an esséntial condition of her being able to 
realise and utilise that wealth now and later 
on. ‘* Equality of sacrifice ” 1s an admirable 
sentiment, but one often used by those who 
wish to shoulder off their own proper burdens 
on to others. In a further article we shall 
see where extravagance lies and has been 
lying. 

To close this article, a story—true, but for 
obvious reasons without names or precise 
details—will illustrate some of the effects of 
high taxation and loss of confidence in 
destroying capital. A great magnate of the 
politico-financial world desired to make pro- 
vision for ‘his son—incidentally, as a prudent 
man, he. wished, in doing so, to avoid death 
duties. Accordingly, having appointed trustees, 
he handed over to them certain securities 
whose value at the time was £1,000,000—at 
the prices then ruling on the Stock Exchange. 
Unfortunately for his plans, it happened that 
he died within three years of the creation of 
the trust. The Revenue authorities were not 
slow to point out that the full rate of death 
duties leviable on a millionaire’s estate (and 
his was a large one) was payable in respect 
of the trust fund. They also insisted that 
the death duties were leviable on the valne 
of the fund, not at the date of his death, 
but at the date when the deceased. settlor 
had parted with it to the trustees, and before 
the shrinkage of Stock Exchange values, 
which had oceurred during the past two 
years. The high taxes and the shrunken 
values operated with fatal effect. The total 
trust fund was. wiped out, and the million- 
aire’s son received nothing at all out of the 
£1,000,000 which his father had set aside for 
his benefit less than three years before. 

There is much food for reflection in this 


true story.

WELL-KNOWN TRAINER’S DEATH. 


Sir Robert Wilmot, who died on Sunday at 


this home, Bintield Grove, Bracknell, had held 


a trainer s licence for very many years and 
was a well-known figure on the Turf. For a 
long time, however, Sir Robert had practi- 
cally retired from active participation as a 
trainer, the duties being carried on by his 
daughter, Miss Norah Wilmot. 

He began training in a very modest way, 
chietty confining himself to preparing horses 
for the Hawthorn Hill and Aldershot steeple- 
chase meeting; but im later years Sir Robert 
raced exclusively on the flat, and sent out 
many winners from his Berkshire establish-

Handicap at Kempton Park, while Tarpom, a 
good two-year-old, won the Berkshire Foal 
Stakes at Newbury and the Fulbourne Stakes 
at Newmarket.

Prunus.

his stable was Watford, whe won several good 
races. Watford retired to the Binfield Grove 
Stud, now managed by Miss Norah Wilmot, 
where he has made a name as a sire.

“It's definitely off,” said Frank Jacobs, 
one of Berg’s managers, “ but it is very 
likely it will be held at the Yankee Stadium, 
New York, on September 10.

guns. Canzoneri has a contract with t>em. 
and they intend to keep him to it. They 
wanted him to fight either Al Singer, the 
former light-weight champion, or Berg, but 
the London boxer is getting his shot in 


first.” 
JACOBS DISAPPOINTED. 

“ We wanted to take the fight to London 
more than anything,” continued Jacobs, 
‘but Canzoneri does not seem very desirous 
of crossing the Atlantic, We have done 
everything we can, but rather than miss the 
match altogether we have agreed for it to be 
staged here.’’ 

Jacobs was a very disappointed man. He

wards weakened emphatically under sub- 
stantial pati taking Rows of banking suspen- 
sions in Toledo was a most unsettling factor. 
while the “bull” leaders who piloted last 
week's advance became discouraged, and 
offered but little resistance to the decline. 

Following the extensive advance of last 
week, traders were inclined to think that the 
market might have to consolidate its posi- 
tion with a technical set-back before the up- 
ward movement could be resumed. . The re- 
action, however, proved to be consderably 
more severe than anticipated. Selling was 
of a fairly active character in the early deal- 
ings, many issues declining from 2 to 6 points. 
Nevertheless, soon after noon trading turned 
dull, and the losses were moderately reduced. 

Oils showed an inclination to firm up in the 
imitial trading on the forcible shutting down 
of the .wells in East Texas, and owng to an 
advance in the price of Pennsylvania crude, 
but the tendency was soon lost in the géneral 
decline. 

The .market again sagged in the late 
trading, and final prices were around the day’s 
low levels.

Representations have been made to the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries on 
Lehalf of the wholesale meat trade in favour 
of the grading and marking of beef from 
Canadian cattle imported into Great Britain 
fo. immediate slaughter. The Minister for 
Agriculture and the Secretary of State for 
Scotland have carefully reviewed, from the 
peint of view of the home producer and of 
the consumer, the position created by the in- 
‘creasing supply of Canadian beef, are uf 
opinion that it would, on balance, be ‘to’ the 
advantage of the home beef producer that 
fresh beef of Canadian: origin should be 
rroperly graded and jdentified. This beef, 
«Lviously. could. not be marked with the 
National Mark, but, after consultation with 
the National Farmers’ Union and other 
»erties interested, the Minister and the 
Secretary of State have agreed that Canadian 
beet shall be graded, at existing grading 
centres, according to grades specified in re- 
gulations made under the Agricultural Pro- 
duce (Grading and Marking). Act, 1928. but 
that, in the mark applied to the beef the 
word “Canada ' shall be substituted for the 
map of Engiand and Wales. 

It is interesting to read in the Eleventh 
annual Live Stock Report of the Canadian. 
Government that a scheme for marking the 
top grades of beef so that the retailers and 
householders in Canada can know exactly 
what they are buying, has been, and ia being, 
a definite success. The scheme is-on. the 
same general lines of The British National 
Mark Beef Scheme. . 

The revort says :—‘‘ The beef-grading policy 
of the Denartment of Agriculture made ex- 
cellent progress under the very good co- 
operation afforded by the packing industry 
and trade, and as well by the consuming 
public, who gave a very satisfactory demon- 
stration of their confidence in this effort to 
guarantee the quality of the product to them. 
Undoubtedly a great deal of strength was 
injected into the market for good and choice 
steer and heifer beef through this project.” 

The sale of the popular ‘‘red’’ and ‘“‘blue”’ 
brand of beef is rapidly increasing in the 
Dominion, particularly in the large eastern 
cities, such as Montreal, Toronto and Ottawa. 
The Department of Agriculture at Ottawa has 
gone so fer as to circularise housewives in the 
leading cities of Canada, and the replies re- 
ceived show that the grading scheme is 
supplying them with better and more satis- 


tactory beef.
